With the election just two weeks and a 
day away. President Nixon today started 
the 
biggest 
week 
so far of

re- 
election drive. He will campaign in New 
York, Kentucky and Ohio. 
Meanwhile, 
Sen 
George 
McGovern 
said it would be ironic if a pre-election 
settlement of the Vietnam war hurt his 
chances of beating Nixon, although he 
would “ rejoice along with all other Ameri­ 
cans” over an end to the war. 
The editor of the Republican party 
newsletter “ Monday“ acknowledged that 
he helped other Democratic candidates 
try to defeat Sen. Edmund M Muskie, D- 
Maine, during the presidential primary in 
New Hampshire. It was a “ justifiable 
campaign tactic,” added John I) Lofton, 
Jr. 
Both Vice President Spiro T Agnew and 
his Democ'ratic opponent, Sargent Shriver, 
were campaigning today. Agenew plann­ 
ed to be in Missouri, Idaho and Utah, 
while Shriver had stops in Ohio and 
Illinois 
President Nixon headed for the New 
York City suburbs His schedule included a 
motorcade through Westchester County, a 
reception at the Tarrytown home of Gov. 
Nelson 
Rockefeller 
and 
rallies 
at 
Uniondale and Islip on Long Island 
He will return to Washington tonight, but 
has other campaign trips planned 
to 
Kentucky on Thursday and Ohio on Satur­ 
day. 
Sen Mcliovern, who takes his campaign 
for the presidency to Philadelphia and 
New York today, said he expects to win 
“ by a narrow margin" on Nov. 7 He said 
he has two aides working on appointments 
and other immediate problems he would 
face if elected 


Regarding current negotiations for a 
Vietnam 
peace 
settlement, 
McGovern 
said: “ If Mr. Nixon can end this war on the 
night before the election. I ’ll rejoice along 
with all other Americans, no matter the 
political impact ." 
But he added it would be ironic if a peace 
settlement hurt him politically since he has 
advocated U S withdrawal from Vietnam 
all along 
Pollster Louis Harris said McGovern’s 
presidential bid has been hurt because 
voters consider him radical on income 
redistribution, 
unable 
to 
make 
hard 
decisions because of the Eagleton affair, 
and not truly an “ anti-politics” figure. 
Harris said his latest poll showed Nixon 
preferred by 59 per cent of those polled, to 
34 per cent for McGovern, a gain from 25 
per cent for McGovern 
He said there was an “ underdog effect” 
working for McGovern, but that Nixon’s 
lead was so large. McGovern needs a 
significant turnaround to overtake him. 
Harris said there is some evidence that

Kissinger Returns To Washington 


SAIGON (AP) — Henry A Kissinger left 
Saigon for Washington today after the most 
intensive peace talks of the Indoc'hina war, 
and the U.S. Embassy said progress had 
been made toward a settlement 
But it

Vietnamese government still differ on 
some points. 
“ We have made progress.” said an 
embassy statement. “ Talks will continue 
between us and the government of Viet­ 
nam It is not in the interest of negotiations 
to be more specific at this time.”

government was reported preparing for the 
eventuality of a cease-fire 
President Nixon’s chief foreign policy 
adviser flew home to report to Nixon after 
six meetings with President Nguyen Van 
Thieu Asked at the airport if his visit had 
been productive, Kissinger replied, “ It 
always is when I ’m here ’’

W Abrams, left for Washington He had 
spent six days in Saigon assessing the 
military situation and the Vietnamization 
program, and he sat in on some of 
Kissinger’s meetings with Thieu

magazines reported that the United States 
and North Vietnam have agreed to a set­ 
tlement that would include a cease-fire, 
there was no confirmation from either 
U.S. or South Vietnamese officials in 
Saigon 
South Vietnamese sources said, however, 
that Thieu had issued orders that junior 
military 
officers 
— 
lieutenants 
and 
captains — should prepare to take over the 
functions of civilian village chiefs in the 
event of a cease-fire. 
This was intended to insure that the 
Saigon government had a firm hold on the 
population and the government machinery 
should a settlement come, the sources said 


For the past two months, government 
workers 
have 
been 
painting 
South 
Vietnamese flags on the doors, walls and 
gates of homes and other buildings all over 
the country The flags, which first began 
appearing more than a year ago, have 
often been described as a show allegiance 
in the event of a cease-fire. 
Informants said that during the past two 
weeks, government troops have captured 
at least two caches of Viet Cong flags 
during operations near Saigon and on the 
northern coast 
The

The question of control would be a major 
issue in the event of a standstill cease-fire,

Senior field commanders were told last 
week that their immediate mission was to 
open up key highways closed by fighting 
and to drive enemy forces from hamlets 
and villages. 


On the crucial issue of Thieu’s future, 
both Time and Newsweek reported that 
the United States and North Vietnam have 
agreed to a peace plan leaving him in office 
until replaced by a caretaker government. 
Both said a cease-fire would be in effect 
while pobtical negotiations went on, and 
Time said Hanoi “ has agreed to negotiate 
directly with the Thieu government ”

ing at 4 a m . the Olympic 
champ swims an average of 
four hours a dav—that's about 
three and a half miles 
“During 
competition I only tram three 
hours a dav—that's less mile­ 
age. " she notes 
Muss Gould uses a special 
two-beat kick that most swim­ 
mers only use for long-distance 
racing She also follows a per­ 
sonal low-fat. high protein diet 
that calls for extra rations of 
vitamins C. B and E 
While she considers the dis­ 
cipline and diet essential. Miss 
Gould attributes her aquatic 
success more to a natural abili­ 
ty 
“I go in for school sports 
whenever I can—tennis, sailing, 
surfing, high jumping, women's 
basketball—you 
name 
it 
I 
guess I’m just very athletic," 
remarks the tall, blonde teen­ 
ager who IS in her fourth of six 
years 
at

School in Sydney 
"But swimming is the thing 
that’s fun all the time—it just 
comes naturally to me." she 
adds, noting that her three sis­ 
ters enjoy swimming as well 
As further proof of the young 
Australian’s natural ability in 
the water.

D EA R PO LLY — I am answering Mrs. R G whose family 
members have hay fever and allergies so that paint fumes 
bother them. First and always, she should use a latex base 
paint. It has fewer fumes than an oil ba.se one. A little vanilla 
can be added to the latex base paint and even a dish of onions 
can be put in the room being painted to cut the fumes. 
Always paint with the doors and windows open for plenty of 
ventilation. To prevent mildew from forming on the walls is 
a real problem. She could use a waterproof paint. When 
mildew starts to form wipe it off with a dry cloth and then 
spray with a disinfectant. In humid weather I often put 
some moth crystals around and they seem to help. — 
M ARIAN 
D EA R PO LLY — I want to tell Mrs R G. that a home 
magazine once published a good method for killing mildew 
inside and out. Scrub the surface with a solution of three 
parts of a household trisodium phosphate cleaner, one part 
strong detergent, two parts chlorine bleach and three parts 
warm water. Rinse well. — JU A N ITA 
D EA R G IRLS — Juanita’s suggestion also is one 
recommended by some paint companies. As to the other part 
of Mrs. R. G.’s question, a latex paint has very little odor but 
the fumes are still there with any paint or after the use of an 


odor killer. The addition of vanilla will not affect the paint 
and I personally think vanilla is a good odor remover. A 
vanilla candle is even stroi^ er than is. the liquid and most 
penetrating. — PO LLY

leads Senator McGovern by 57- 
26 per cent, a 31-point spread. 
On who would ‘‘better

margin 
over 
his 
opponent is 28 points, 55 to 27 
per cent. 
Senator McGovern holds a 
clear lead, on the other hand, in 
three other areas: 
By a sizable 63-24 per 
cent, voters believe that Sen. 
McGovern

likely to cut defense spending.”

Colitis Is Used 


As General Term 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 
colitis and my doctor did not 
give me a diet 
He said eat 
whatever I want and eliminate 
whatever causes trouble. I am 
70 years old 
Dear Reader — I receive a lot 
of letters on colitis and the 
problem in answering them is 
that colitis is a general term. It 
literally means inflammation or 
irritation of the colon. This can 
be associated with constipation 
which is the most common 
form . 
These 
in d ivid uals 
improve markedly by drinking 
adequate amounts of water or 
other liquids and forming a 
regular habit (which doesn’t 
mean that it is necessary every 
day). I usually recommend that 
patients do this by drinking at 
least two cups of liquid at 
breakfast and more if they 
tolerate it well and then going 
to the bathroom immediately 
after breakfast and sitting for a 
reasonable length of time or 
until they feel the urge. By 
continuing this practice daily, 
many individuals will develop a 
more regular habit. 
For this type of cohtis it is 
important 
to 
increase 
the 
amount of roughage in the diet 
which includes vegetables and 
foods containing bulk such as 
cereals, with less emphasis on 
high calorie, low bulk foods 
such as sweets, candies, cakes 
and starchy foods 
Other people who are told 
they 
have 
colitis 
have 
an 
overactive colon which causes 
recurrent bouts of diarrhea and 
sometimes 
excessive 
gas 
formation 
These 
individuals 
have 
a 
somewhat 
different 
problem and may need a bland 
diet often containing soft foods 
Then there are some people 
who have colitis or overactive 
colon on the basis of their 
intolerance to certain foods 
This 
includes 
milk 
Some 
people cannot digest the milk 
sugar and it causes them a 
considerable 
am ount 
of 


d ifficu lty 
including 
gas, 
d isten tio n 
and 
related 
problems. Coffee also is an 
irritant to the colon and even 
through drinking decaffeinated 
products 
helps there are a 
reasonable number of people 
who still get irritation of the 
digestive tract from the oils in 
the coffee that impart its flavor. 
Thus, simply switching from 
re g u la r 
c o ffe e 
to 
a 
decaffeinated product w ill help 
some people but there are still 
others who must give up all 
forms of coffee 
It is entirely true that some 
individuals 
w ill 
learn 
by 
experience 
that 
there 
are 
certain foods that they can’t 
tolerate and all of these, of 
course, should be avoided This 
may mean taking vitamin pills 
to make sure that there is no 
vitamin deficiency. People who 
can’t tolerate milk will need to 
consider 
obtaining 
calcium 
supplements. 
In letters from readers I 
detect there is some confusion 
on the use of raw fruits. While 
tht'y may be irritating to some 
people who have an overactive 
colon which is one form of 
colitis, they are helpful for 
individuals

WASHINGTO.N (AP) — A conciliatory- 
sounding statement by North Vietnam’s 
premier has spurred fresh speculation that 
a peace deal is near, while leaving open 
wide questions on whether Hanoi’s terms 
are acceptable to Washington and Saigon.

Pham 
Van 
Dong, 
in 
a 
Newsweek magazine interview published 
Sunday, 
said 
the 
secret 
negotiations 
involving presidential adviser Henry A 
Kissinger ‘‘are in an extremely important 
phase” and ‘ we will do nothing to 
jeopardize a happy conclusion ” 
The Hanoi leader went on to sketch a 
settlement plan which has some broad 
elements similar to proposals previously 
set forth by President Nixon The Premier 
envisioned: 
-A cease-fire followed by American 
withdrawal 
—Negotiations 
between 
the 
Saigon 
adm inistration 
and 
Viet 
Cong 
representatives for a temporary three- 
segment 
government, 
presumably 
composed of communists, neutralists and 
Saigon administration elements, and new 
elections. 
—Guaranteed 
free 
general 
elections 
within about six months of the cease-fire. 
Under Nixon’s plan made public last 
January there would be a cease-fire 
followed by U S. withdrawal and within six 
months an election organized by 
“an 
independent 
body 
representing 
all 
political forces in South 
Vietnam.” 
President Nguyen Van Thieu would step 
down one month before the election and 
could run to succeed himself 
Pham Van Dong at no point denounced 
Nixon 
personally. 
He 
sidestepped 
a 
question concerning the long-standing com­ 
munist demand for Thieu’s ouster. He 
denied that the communists would try to 
take over the coalition or inflict reprisals. 
The Hanoi premier went into no detail, 
however, on such thorny issues as what 
portions of South Vietnam each side would 
(Xicupy with the cease-fire and what the 
arrangements would be for a coalition 
government. 
With Kissinger meeting with Thieu for a 
fifth day, Saigon’s government-controlled 
radio reaffirmed an ‘‘unswerving stand 
and 
determination”

Vietnamese government ‘‘will never accept 
a two, three-, or four-segment govern­ 
ment.” 
How much of this unswerving stand 
reflected Thieu’s posture with Kissinger 
and how much was public moraleboosting

At the U. N, 


Is Opening 


UNITED NATIONS. 
N Y (AP) - The 
annual U N arms debate opens today with 
about two thirds of the nations in favor of 
the 
world 
disarmament 
conference 
proposed by the Soviet Union but with the 
United States and China opposed 
Mexico, the Soviet Union and the United 
States were the first speakers. The debate 
in the General Assembly's main political 
committee is scheduled to last through 
Nov. 23, but the subject is so complicated 
some believe it might continue into 
December 
Both F'ranee and China in the past have 
resisted all efforts to involve them in the 10- 
year-old. 25-nation Geneva disarmament 
committee 
Now F'ranee has agreed to participate in 
a preparatory committee for the world 
conference that the Soviet Union pro­ 
posed a year ago Its Aug. 25 reply in a U N 
poll 
on 
the 
subject 
suggested 
the 
committee consist of the 15 Secunty Coun­ 
cil members, including the Big F'ive 
Though no reply from China has been 
published. Deputy foreign Minister Chiao 
Kuanhua said in general debate Oct. 3 that 
a world disarmament conference would 
be an ‘‘empty-talk club” and ‘ it is 
better not to hold it ” 
However, some diplomats 
remained 
hopeful that China could be induced to join 
a preparatory committee for the con­ 
ference . Others were doubtful 
The United States also is against setting 
up a preparatory committee Its Aug 30 re­ 
ply in the poll said any action to arrange 
a world disarmament conference would 
raise false hopes and lead to frustration 
Still, there were observers who believtxl 
that some in-between countries, perhaps 
Mexico.

Flight F'4 Phantoms were escorting U.S. 
bombers when they engaged four MIG

Vietnamese capital, the spokesman said. 


In the ensuing battle one MIG was 
downed 35 miles west of Hanoi and two 
more 1(K) miles west of Hanoi, he reported. 


The latest kills brought the number of 
MIGs shot down over North Vietnam since 
the beginning of the Indix’hina war to 177 
66 of them this year. The United States 
has lost 71 aircraft to MIG interceptors 
during the war. according to Command 
figures.

Many , many 
millions of Americans feel fru strated, 
strangely beaten down, lost The poor sink 
deeper into hopelessness Those who hav e 
mov ed toward the bright rainbow hu es of 
greater afflu ence and freedom find the 
world gray when they get there 


As the Jou rnal significantly notes, their 
disenchantment goes far bey ond politics It 
seems to tou ch ev ery thing. America’s 
v au nted spirit of v olu nteerism and self- 
help has nearly ev aporated. Mu ch work is 
not liked and not performed well Produ cts 
are shoddy , repairs worse 


Peqjle are rootless, u nanchored, and 
hence u ncaring of things or places or 
people other than themselv es The “ self,” 
alway s strong, is tu rned so far inward it 
does not serv e itself well People want 
change, bu t at the same time hate it They 
want some new solidity .
